THE SPIDER 
OF THE DOLOMITES

Cesare Maestri, a twenty-five year old moun¬ 
tain guide from Trento Italy is a special case 
among Alpinists. 

Whenever he is not guiding tourists for his 
livelihood, he refuses the company of other 
climbers and carries out even the most daring 
climbs by himself. 

These dramatic photos showing his attempt 
to do the impossible: to master the north wall 
of Eiger Mountain which had been conquered 
by the Germans, Heckmaier, and Voerg, and 
the Austrians Harrer and Kasparek for the 
first time in 1938. 

Is this man crazy? How can he dream of 
conquering this proud wall, which requires 
the most complicated maneuvers even from 
first rate rope teams. 

No Cesare Maestri is not a nut, even 
though he may certainly be called one. He is 
not a run of the mill mountain climber, he is 
possessed. He wants solely dependent on him¬ 
self, to be able to prove to himself where his 
maximum capacity lies. 

"When two men climb together," so he 
says, "each is responsible for the life of his 
comrade. Under these circumstances, a man 
cannot devote his attention exclusively to the 
dangers and difficulties of the mountain, but 
he also, must always have in mind the much 
more difficult to estimate the characteristics 
and weaknesses of his rope partner. If, how¬ 
ever, you climb by yourself, you do it in full 
consciousness of your own abilities and limi¬ 
tations." 

Cesare knows that he has to live the life of 
an ascete in order to win. He leads the hard 
life of the serious athlete, and also prepares 
himself mentally before attempting a difficult 
climb, and thus lays the groundwork for suc¬ 
cess. He neither drinks or smokes, eats little 
and only very simple foods. 

Based on his self confidence he has de¬ 
veloped the technique with which he masters 
even the toughest over-hanging walls all 
alone. It is this technique which has gained 
him the name "Spider of the Dolomites.” 

However, Maestri warns other climbers 
from trying to imitate him, as he believes that 
his achievements represent a special case, and 
were only possible by a combination of 
mental preparation, technique and on a life 
aimed entirely towards his goal. 



Cesare hangs his rope ladders, one above the 
other, on hooks which he has driven into the 
rocks. He drives the first hook in and fastens 
a short ladder on it and proceeds to climb up 
and fastens the second ladder. He uses cram¬ 
pons to secure the ladders one upon the other 
on at least three carefully anchored hooks. It 
requires great courage, experience and the 
agility of a trapeze artist. The change over 
from one ladder to the other. 
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Cesare s equipment for his unique 
technique of climbing weighs twenty- 
two pounds, and includes five rope 
ladders (two with four rungs each, 
two with five rungs each and one 
seven yards long), an extra long 
climbing hammer, fifteen crampons, 
eight long rock hooks, a six yard rope 
and the eighty yard perlon rope, 
which he uses only for descends. 


Maestri knows how fatigue can multi¬ 
ply existing dangers so he rests fre¬ 
quently, by anchoring his arms and 
legs in his ladders.
